Cancellation of the previously pending claims overcomes the rejection of 

those claims under 35 USC 1 12, first paragraph as well as under 35 USC 102(b). 
Further, a review of Chang et al, PNAS, 1996, 93:136-140, of record clearly 
reveals the instantly claimed sequence of SEQ ID NO:2, see Figure 2, p. 138 and 
demonstrates that the polypeptide is a 69kD polypeptide (see Figure 2, p. 138), 
overcoming the rejection of the claims under 102(b) given that Chang et al, Cancer 
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Research, 1992 discloses only a 40 kD polypeptide which clearly cannot be the full 
length polypeptide currently claimed.
